ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Gloucester. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1963  on  the  health, 
environmental  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District.  The  report  is  prepared  as  required  by  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations  1955  and  Circular  1/1964  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

I am  indebted  to  other  officers  for  many  particulars  and 
especially  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  S.  Hopkins  and  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  S.  W.  D.  Harris  for  the  sections 
contributed  by  them. 

The  annual  increase  in  population  (1,820  persons)  is  the  largest 
recorded  making  the  mid  1963  population  49,870. 

The  health  of  the  District  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and  the 
health  statistics  reflect  favourably.  The  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  was  extremely  light,  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  excellent 
response  to  schemes  of  immunisation  and  vaccination.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
but  owing  to  the  increasing  trend  towards  communal  feeding, 
precautions  become  more  and  more  important. 

During  the  year  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came 
into  force.  These  Regulations  require  a more  rigid  type  of  inspection 
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for  detection  of  unsound  meat,  and  the  Council  are  required  to 
certify  that  every  carcase  has  been  inspected.  In  this  connection 
Dr.  E.  N.  Davey,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
continued  to  assist  this  Department  in  the  bacteriological  control. 

Nearly  four  miles  of  extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  laid 
during  the  year  bringing  postwar  extensions  to  more  than  1 14  miles. 

In  Maisemore  the  private  water  undertakers  gave  notice  to 
terminate  the  supply  and  it  became  necessary  for  the  Council  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  public  mains  and  to  make  interim  arrangements 
to  continue  the  existing  supply  pending  completion  of  the  scheme. 

At  Hardwicke,  Quedgeley,  Whitminster,  Ashleworth  and  Tirley 
nuisances  arising  from  the  lack  of  main  drainage  are  particularly 
acute  because  of  the  proximity  of  dwellings.  Schemes  of  main 
sewerage  for  these  places  are  being  prepared. 

The  Council  are  giving  particular  attention  in  the  Housing 
Programme  to  dwellings  suitably  equipped  for  elderly  people. 

Health  Education  is  of  increasing  importance  and  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  in  co-operation  with  the  County 
Health  Department  undertake  instruction  in  schools,  in  factories, 
to  food  handlers  and  to  the  public. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  my  colleagues  for 
excellent  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Population 

The  Register  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year 
1963  is  49,870  as  compared  with  48,050  for  the  previous  year,  an 
increase  of  1,820.  The  increase  becomes  larger  each  year. 

Birth  Rate 

There  were  982  births  making  the  Birth  Rate  19.7  per  1000 
population,  again  comparing  favourably  with  the  national  average 
18.2. 

Death  Rate 

597  people  died  during  the  year,  85  more  than  in  the  previous 
year;  the  Death  Rate  being  12.0  per  1000  population,  much  the  same 
as  the  national  rate  12.2. 

Infantile  Mortality 

Twenty  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year 
making  the  Infant  Mortality  20.4  such  deaths  per  1000  total  live 
births.  This  rate  is  approximately  the  same  as  the  national  average 
21.1.  It  will  be  noted  that  sixteen  of  the  babies  died  in  the  neo- 
natal period  that  is  within  one  week  of  birth. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  maternal  deaths,  these  deaths  attributed  to 
maternal  causes  are  the  first  to  occur  for  many  years. 

Still  Birth  Rate 

There  were  sixteen  still  births;  the  rate  per  1000  total  live  and 
still  births  being  16.0,  somewhat  lower  than  the  national  average

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  DISTRICT 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  the  analyses 
of  milk  and  ice  cream  samples,  etc.,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  Glouces- 
ter Royal  Hospital.  (There  is  no  charge  for  this  work). 

Samples  of  water  and  sewage  taken  by  this  department,  were 
examined  by  the  City  Analyst,  Bristol. 


Hospitals 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Over,  which  is  administered  by  the  Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest 
Management  Committee. 


Child  Welfare  Centres 

These  Centres  are  under  the  general  administration  of  the 
County  Area  Health  Sub-Committee. 

Meetings  of  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  held  at  Brockworth, 
Churchdown,  Eastington,  Frampton,  Hucclecote  and  Barnwood, 
Longlevens,  Norton,  Quedgeley,  Upton  St.  Leonards  and  Westburv- 
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on-Severn.  There  is  also  a Mobile  Child  Welfare  Centre  which 
serves  the  Tirley  area. 

These  centres  are  most  useful,  nearly  all  mothers  with  babies 
attend.  The  bulk  of  the  work  falls  upon  the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary 
Committees.  The  community  is  much  indebted  to  them  for  their 
devotion  to  this  service. 


Home  Help  Service 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  County  Council  and  is  provided 
where  the  need  is  supported  by  the  family  doctor.  Appeals  for 
help  should  be  made  to  Mrs.  P.  Allen,  Assistant  Home  Help 
Organiser.  Telephone  Gloucester  21444. 

Sixty-five  part  time  home  helps  are  at  work  in  the  district. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951 

Under  these  Acts  the  Council  have  authorised  their  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  apply,  when  necessary,  to  the  courts  for  an 
order  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  aged  and  sick  persons;  living 
in  insanitary  conditions,  and  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and 
not  receiving  from  other  people,  proper  care  and  attention;  to  a 
hospital  or  residential  institution. 

It  was  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  Order  for  removal 
to  hospital  of  an  old  gentleman.  He  lived  alone  and  had  no  one  to 
look  after  him  and  although  practically  bed-ridden  and  suffering 
from  advanced  Kidney  disease  refused  to  go  into  hospital  voluntarily.

Immunisation  against  Tetanus 

The  numbers  of  children  immunised  against  tetanus 
approximates  to  those  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough. 
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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Freedom  from  cases  of  poliomyelitis  is  due  to  the  success  of 
vaccination  against  this  disease  and  all  concerned  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  success  of  their  efforts,  but  the  high  level 
of  immunity  must  be  maintained  by  booster  doses. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty  one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified;  the  disease 
continues  to  be  exceptionally  mild  in  character  and  light  in 
incidence. 


Whooping  Dough 

Only  twenty  two  cases  were  notified;  most  parents  have  their 
children  protected  by  immunisation. 


Measles 

871  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  365  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  disease  has  a biennial  incidence, 
more  cases  occurring  in  alternate  years. 

Diphtheria 

There  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  District  since  1951. 
Undoubtedly  due  to  the  success  of  the  campaign  for  immunisation 
against  the  disease. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  occurred  in  the  District. 

Dysentery 

Ten  isolated  cases  occurred  of  the  relatively  mild  sonne  type 
of  dysentery;  measures  were  undertaken  to  prevent  spread. 

Food  Poisoning 

As  in  the  previous  year  no  case  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred. 

Freedom  from  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  testifies  to  the  high 
standard  of  food  hygiene  maintained  in  the  District  by  members 
of  the  food  trades  and  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Modern  treatment  brings  about  a rapid  cure  in  most  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  two  people  died  of  the  disease  but  seventeen  new  cases 
were  notified.  Thus  sources  of  infection  do  exist,  indeed  the  register 
of  tuberculosis  contains  253  names  although  only  a few  of  these  are 
cases  of  infectious  tuberculosis.  Elsewhere  in  the  community  are 
unknown  active  cases  which  would  be  discovered  if  Mass 
Radiography  were  universally  accepted.  This  measure  with  others 
such  as  B.C.G.  Vaccination  and  tracing  of  contacts  could  bring 
about  the  entire  elimination  of  the  disease. 


Problem  Families 

The  scheme  agreed  between  the  County  Council  and  District 
Council  for  the  rehabilitation  of  problem  families  living  in  Council 
houses  continued  to  operate  during  the  year.  Where  arrears  of 
rent  are  such  as  to  render  the  family  liable  to  eviction  the  case  is 
referred  to  the  County  Social  Welfare  Officer  and  if  it  is  accepted 
the  County  Council  guarantee  75%  of  the  rent  arrears. 

Under  the  scheme  58  families  were  being  supervised  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  67  families  at  the  end  of  the  year.  49 
cases  were  withdrawn  during  the  year;  in  42  of  these  cases  the 
rent  arrears  were  paid  and  the  problems  resolved,  in  six  cases  the 
income  was  adequate  and  three  cases  were  withdrawn  for  mis- 
cellaneous reasons  but  the  problems  were  settled  satisfactorily.

1 . Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  full  improvements  due  to  the  extensions  of  the  Longford 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  now  noticeable  and  effluents  have  been 
generally  of  a high  quality  throughout  the  year.  The  increase  in 
flow  to  the  Works  is  noticeable  month  by  month  and  a pilot  plant 
for  research  purposes  is  planned  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  built  in  the 
early  part  of  next  year  in  order  that  future  trends  may  be  properly 
catered  for  when  further  extensions  are  necessary. 

In  the  village  of  Longford,  the  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  the 
sewerage  system  has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  and  an  informal 
enquiry  is  awaited. 

At  Whitminster,  the  village  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

With  regard  to  the  Hardwicke  and  Quedgeley  scheme,  the  Air 
Ministry  have  given  their  agreement  to  connect  their  systems  of 
sewage  disposal  to  the  new  scheme  and  this,  too,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Minister. 

At  Ashleworth,  progress  on  the  village  scheme  has  been  delayed 
due  to  other  work  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  go  forward  next  year. 

The  public  health  nuisance  in  the  parish  of  Tirley  has  been 
investigated  and  it  is  planned  to  invite  Consultants  to  prepare  a 
small  scheme  in  the  early  part  of  next  year. 

During  the  year,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
sent  one  of  his  Engineering  Inspectors  to  examine  the  Council's 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  which  he  did  in  detail.  Whilst 
no  official  comment  arises  as  a result  of  such  an  inspection,  the 
Inspector  appeared  generally  satisfied  with  all  he  saw  and  with  the 
information  he  was  given  and  made  no  adverse  comment. 


2.  Refuse  Collection 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  has  strained  the  ability 
of  the  present  fleet  to  maintain  its  regular  weekly  collection  but  this 
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has  been  achieved  without  breakdown.  The  new  Pakamatie  refuse 
vehicle  has  proved  very  valuable,  the  bigger  capacity  reducing 
considerably  the  time  taken  to  and  from  the  tip.  Orders  have  been 
placed  for  another  Pakamatie  and  a smaller  version  of  the  same 
vehicle  as  normal  replacements. 

During  the  year,  a tip  has  been  leased  at  W alham  as  a stand-by 
against  any  emergency  which  may  arise  as  a result  of  the  inability 
of  the  City  Council  to  continue  to  accept  refuse  on  a repayment 
basis.  This  could  be  put  into  operation  immediately.

The  table  shows  an  increase  of  approximately  12J%  in  the 
number  of  visits  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Formal  action 
was  confined  to  Housing  Act  procedures  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  District  follows  the  national  trend  in  public  health  work  away 
from  enforcement  action  in  favour  of  advice  and  education. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Main  supplies  in  the  District  are  provided  by  three  statutory 
water  undertakings  viz.,  Gloucester  Corporation,  Cheltenham 
Corporation  and  Stroud  Water  Board,  and  they  supervise  the  purity 
and  adequacy  of  their  supplies. 

In  addition  there  are  three  smaller  undertakings,  Gloucester- 
shire County  Council,  Frocester  Estate,  and  Haresfield  Estate  which 
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provide  certain  of  their  properties  with  piped  water  from  storage 
reservoirs  served  by  the  hillside  springs. 

Following  completion  of  the  water  main  from  Norton  to 
Wainlode,  12  properties  were  connected  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  water  supply  to  Maisemore  is  being  improved  in  two  stages. 
The  first  stage  which  consisted  of  cutting  out  the  unsatisfactory 
spring  sources  and  feeding  the  existing  distribution  system  from  the 
public  supply  was  carried  out  several  years  ago.  The  final  stage 
which  involves  the  laying  of  public  mains  which  will  supply  the 
whole  Parish  was  started  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Well  Supplies 

Of  18  samples  of  water  taken  from  wells  14  were  unsatisfactory 
and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

Synthetic  detergent  residues  are  now  being  reported  in  well 
water  supplies  in  the  District  and  give  rise  to  speculation  as  to  their 
long-term  effect  on  the  nation’s  water  resources. 

Water  Shortages 

Acute  water  shortages  were  reported  from  the  Coopers  Hill  area 
of  Upton-St. -Leonards  and  from  New  Road,  Elton,  Westbury-on- 
Severn  and  schemes  to  extend  the  water  mains  to  these  areas  were 
approved  during  the  year.

RURAL  SANITATION 


(a)  Cleansing  of  Cesspools 

Wherever  possible  arrangements  are  made  for  the  cleansing  of 
cesspools  serving  groups  of  properties  to  be  carried  out  in  one 
operation  in  order  to  minimise  the  risk  of  nuisance. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service  was  again 
noted  and  no  operational  difficulties  were  experienced. 


(b)  Detergents  and  Septic  Tanks 

No  reports  were  received  during  the  year  of  difficulties  arising 
from  the  effect  of  synthetic  detergents  on  septic  tanks.  However, 
as  has  already  been  mentioned,  there  is  some  cause  for  concern  at 
the  finding  of  detergent  residue  in  well  water  which  emphasises  an 
additional  hazard  arising  from  the  presence  of  this  substance  in 
drainage  systems. 


(c)  Sewer  Ditches 

A number  of  complaints  concerning  the  condition  of  sewer- 
ditches  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Generally  speaking, 
however,  they  are  cleaned  and  maintained  by  the  Council  in  as 
satisfactory  a condition  as  possible  because  they  still  fulfil  an 
important  function  in  some  of  the  more  rural  areas. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION— CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


Applications  were  received  for  approval  of  new  furnace  instal- 
lations at  two  large  factories  in  the  District.  The  proposals  were 
modified  to  comply  with  the  Council's  requirements  and  were 
subsequently  approved. 

Arising  from  complaints  and  routine  observations  it  was 
necessary  to  take  informal  action  in  7 cases  to  ensure  that  the 
requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  were  complied  with.  A total 
of  75  inspections  were  made. 
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The  Department  has  been  loaned  equipment  by  Bristol 
University  for  measuring,  by  the  continuous  volumetric  method, 
both  particulate  matter  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere. 
Observations  were  carried  out  at  Churchdown  during  the  year  but 
the  test  period  was  too  short  to  give  really  conclusive  results  and  it  is 
hoped  to  continue  the  programme  during  the  ensuing  year. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT 


The  Final  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Problem  of  Noise 
(Cmd.  2056)  was  made  during  the  year.  It  is  evident  that  as  pop- 
ulation densities  and  industrialisation  increase  local  authorities  will 
be  faced  with  more  widespread  complaints.  Administrative  and 
legal  difficulties  in  dealing  with  noise  nuisance  are  great,  but  a 
number  of  complaints  were  successfully  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Night  noise  surveys  have  revealed  noise  levels  as  high  as  65 
decibels  (A)  in  normally  quiet  rural  areas.  No  less  than  185  visits 
were  necessary  to  deal  with  complaints  and  to  give  advice. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

Five  Site  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year.  When  planning 
consent  has  been  given  for  caravans,  it  becomes  the  Council’s  duty 
to  grant  a site  licence  in  which  they  may  lay  down  the  conditions 
under  which  the  site  is  to  be  run  and  the  standard  of  amenities  to 
be  provided. 

It  is  apparent  that  residential  caravan  sites  are  now  a permanent 
feature  of  housing  in  this  country.  There  are  over  1500  persons 
living  in  caravans  in  the  Council’s  District  and  there  seems  little 
doubt  that  this  figure  will  rise. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  Council’s  Rodent  Officer  has  been  trained  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  only  Ministry  approved 
methods  of  rodent  control  are  used.  Warfarin,  with  its  high  safety 
factor  in  relation  to  humans  and  domestic  animals,  is  the  poison 
largely  used.  In  spite  of  reports  of  ‘'Warfarin-resistance”  from 
other  parts  of  the  country  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Many  articles  of  food  are  brought  to  the  Department  each  year 
by  members  of  the  public  and  where  necessary  examinations  are 
carried  out  in  laboratories  at  Bristol  or  Gloucester.  Investigations 
are  often  prolonged  because  in  some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  trace  the 
article  to  its  source.  The  traders  concerned  have  been  most 
co-operative  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  recommend  formal 
action. 

The  practice  of  adding  certain  colouring  powders  to  meat  in 
order  to  improve  its  appearance  received  much  publicity  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.  Indiscriminate  use  had  given  rise  to  illness  in 
the  consumers  and  measures  to  ensure  the  prohibition  of  certain 
chemical  additives  were  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 
No  instances  of  the  use  of  colouring  substances  in  fresh  meat  were 
discovered  in  the  Council’s  District. 
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MILK  SUPPLIES 


Routine  visits  are  paid  to  premises  at  Frampton-on-Severn, 
Hempsted  and  Innsworth  where  milk  pasteurising  plants  are  in 
operation. 

Complaints  regarding  contamination  of  milk  bottles  continue  to 
be  received  and  in  all  cases  these  were  found  to  be  due  to  the  bottles 
having  been  used  to  contain  substances  other  than  milk  which  were 
not  readily  removed  by  normal  bottle  washing  processes. 

No  cases  of  milk-borne  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  came  into  operation  on 
1st  October,  1963.  All  meat  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption 
must  now  be  stamped  to  ensure  that  it  can  be  traced  to  the  District 
of  origin.  The  inspection  is  now  more  rigorous  and  time-consuming. 
Ante-mortem  examination  is  carried  out  wherever  possible  and 
bacteriological  control  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hospital, 
Gloucester. 
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There  was  no  evidence  of  the  use  of  Papain  in  the  Council’s 
District.  This  vegetable  derivative  is  injected  into  animals  before 
slaughter  to  render  the  meat  more  tender. 

I am  indebted  to  the  meat  traders  for  their  assistance  and  to 
the  public  health  inspectors  for  their  co-operation  in  the  difficult 
transition  to  the  new  system  of  meat  inspection.
